2. To incorporate and consolidate the following disabled drivers' order within this traffic 
order; 

The Isle of Wight Council (Designated Loading Bays, Shanklin, Isle of Wight) Order 
No 1 2011. 

3. To re-enact the provisions contained therein subject to the following amendments: 

To introduce 'Loading only, 7am to 7pm, 45 minutes no return within 1 hour' in the 
following lengths of road; 

High Street, Ventnor, on the south side, from a point 13 metres west to a point 28 
metres west of its junction with Market Street. 

The amendment is aimed to provide a suitable and safe area for vehicles to load and 
unload goods in connection with the new development of the Tesco store whilst 
maximising on-street parking facilities.
